TOWN MANAGERS REPORT 


As I started work, the Selectmen mentioned several major needs, and another was 
soon apparent. Progress had been made on several matters, while there has been 
slipping on others. 


Solid waste matters have required much time, energy and money. A very active 
committee (members: Paul Ellis, Judy Hunger, Jerome Guevremont (Frenchie), 
Robert Paradis, Steve Bean) have been instrumental in developing plans for future 
action which are based on sound analysis and as reasonable costs as are likely to be 
found. Closing of the old dump is 2/3rds complete. 


A full time papamedic has been hired, there is renewed corp membership, and with 
back-up from Sugarloaf Rescue, service is continuing. 


Review of development plans is being carried out carefully by the Planning Board 
and Codes Inspectors. Some lawsuits have been settled, and with careful review, new 
Ones may be kept to a minimum. 


The Sewer System has been upgraded with Economic Development 
Administration and Farmer’s Home Sewer Bonds with assistance from Maine Bonad 
Bank. A Substantial savings will result. 


Employee health insurance costs are now paid %4 by the Town. Some pay 
improvements have been made. 


Sidewalks have been rebuilt in much of the village area. On the other hand only 
minimum road maintenance is being carried out. 


Unfortunately, it was discovered that the Town was in very poor financial 
condition. The Town Meetings of early ’88 took courageous steps in voting to raise 
funds to improve the situation. This resulted in a dramatic tax increase of 80%. So, 
now all property owners are keenly aware of the situation. With revaluation of 
property in ’88-89 and prudent management, the Town can rectify its financial 
problems and then move forward in the 1990’s. 


It has been a pleasure and challenge to work with the boards and committees and 
assist with the many activities of the Rangeley Town Government.

REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 1987 


Infections and Reportable Diseases: As in 1986, the most frequent infections in 
1987 in Rangeley were varicella (chicken pox), pediculosis capitus (head lice), and 
influenza. Streptococcal pharyngitis had a low incidence in Rangeley this year. A 
pertussis outbreak was reported early in 1987 in the Farmington area, and by the end 
of the year there had been several cases in Rangeley children. Parents of all newborns 
were advised to start their infant immunizations at 1 month of age. 


Immunization Programs: While there was no formal immunization clinic 
sponsored by the Rangeley Health Council in 1987, the Health Council did purchase 
the influenza vaccine for administration at my office. Consequently, Rangeley 
residents were able to obtain influenza vaccination for a very nominal cost.

REPORT OF THE RANGELEY PARK COMMISSION 


The Park Commission has made a strong effort to comply with the Furbish Will 
by writing policies that will be strictly adhered to. 

The improvements planned for the year 87 were completed, i.e. the patching and 
repair of the tennis courts. 

The no feeding of ducks and geese was greatly improved, and the number of both 
fowl decreased considerably. 

In ’87 the bathroom facilities had to be closed mid-way through the summer due to 
the increased costs in constant repairs because of vandalism. 

Swimming lessons were just as popular as ever and very well attended. Tennis 
lessons were added, thanks to the contribution of funding and equipment by the 
Wild Mountain Time. This program was very well received and will be expanded by 
the Park Commission in ’88. 

The basketball court and backboards will be repaired and chainlink hoops 
installed. Bathroom facilities will be reconstructed by making smaller rooms and 
concealing the pipes to avoid cracking. 

Two trained coaches have volunteered to offer basketball sessions for girls and 
boys. With increase of sports being offered at the Park facilities the Commission is 
looking forward to proposing to the Town the not too far in the future hiring of a 
Recreation Director, part time at first, going into full time subsequently. 

The road to the entrance to the Park is in extreme need of repair and some funding 
will be needed. A parking lot set up is being planned on the extension of land by the 
side of the tennis courts, to alleviate congestion both at Park events and in town for 
both residents and tourists to shop at the local stores. 

The Park Commission requests that organizations wishing the pleasure of using 
the Park facilities contact the Park Commission prior to the date needed, as per 
policies published in the Rangeley Highlander, in the May 27th issues. 

The Park Commission, in conjunction with the school administration, joined in 
an effort with the Industrial Arts Teacher and students, in the building of two new 
picnic sheds in ’88 and two new ones in ’89, hoping thai the pride the students have 
in their work will deter vandalism. 

More buoys will be installed to keep speeding boats and skiiers away from the 
swimming area. Water skiing and related sports will not be allowed from the Town 
dock for safety reasons. 

The Oquossoc Park is flourishing and growing rapidly. This Spring five new trees 
were planted from donations by the local residents, 2 cedars and 3 cherry trees. A 
lower backboard for the smaller children was purchased and installed. A child’s tot 
swing and a trapeze bar were installed to replace broken swings. 

This year two new picnic tables have been bought locally, and the lumber for the 
production of a single person tennis practice board will be constructed and placed 
against the fence, all with volunteer labor. 
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Last winter an adjustment was made in the fencing so that the snowmobile trail 
would have better access, without disturbing the fencing or the shrubs. The Senior 
boys basketball summer camp practices will be held at this facility as well.

The Rangeley Lakes Regional School offers the youth of Rangeley and 
surrounding Communities a fine opportunity for an education. The adult population 
has an opportunity also to continue their education through our Adult Education 
Program. 


Is the Rangeley Lakes Regional School the best that it can be? No, but we are 
working very hard to become a school of excellence. We have one of the lowest drop- 
out rates in Maine, we have an excellent daily attendance record, our teachers are 
involved in professional development programs throughout the school year, the 
School Improvement Committee is doing an outstanding job, and we apply for and 
get federal and state grants to assist with programs. This year we are involved in the 
new teacher certification program. Licensure of teachers will be under new rules as 
of July 1, 1988 and the teachers play a major role in the process. To train them to 
carry out their role a staff development program has been put in place. 


The scores acheived by our students on the National Standard Achievement Tests, 
as a group, were above average. 


A major problem is the student attitude toward learning. Most attend school with 
the idea of getting the best education that they can. The others attend school with the 
attitude that ‘‘education is not for me so try to teach me something.’’ This attitude 
can and does distract from the learning of others. The staff is trying to improve the 
attitude of the few but it is hard and progress will be slow. 


1987-1988 has been a year of change at R.L.R.S. and many positive actions have 


been taken. We are improving and hope with your support, to be recognized as a 
School of Excellence in the near future. 


I wish to invite any citizen to come to the school to discuss the school and its 
program at any time. I am proud of our school and want you to be also.
